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Rhacophorus iriomotensis n. sp. A new species of Rhacophorus 


from Iriomote, Ryukyu Island

Description based on specimen number, Medical 
General Laboratory (406). USAMCJ; an adult 
male from the upper Nakama River, Iriomote- 
jima, Ryukyu Islands. 

Snout rather pointed, somewhat projecting 
forward; nostril much nearer the tip of snout 
than the anterior end of upper eyelid; internarial 
space narrower than interorbital space; Canthus 
rostralis distinct, broad, running from anterior 
end of upper eyelid to outer-nostril, space bet- 
ween the two canthi narrow and concave; the 
breadth of eye-lid nearly equalling the distance 
between the outer-nostril and upper eye-lid; 
tympanum irregularly circular, its diameter about 
two-thirds that of eye; dorso-lateral fold only 
developed running from the posterior end of 
upper eye-lid to vent along the dorsal edge of 
tympanum to the base of fore-limb; inner-nostril 
obliquely opening on each side; vomerine tooth 
plate slender and short, close to the anterior 
end of inner-nostril at the anterior end, oblique- 
ly running to the middle line and ending far 
behind the line between the posterior margins 
of inner-nostrils; tongue oval, with two distinct 
rather long and pointed processes at anterior 


end. 
Fore-limb less than one-third as long as the 
hind-limb; the third finger longest, with sub- 


quadrangular terminal disc much larger than 


the corresponding disc on hind-limb; web not 
developed; subarticular tubercle large, rounded; 
palmar tubercle on the outer lateral margin of 


first finger large and well-developed. 


Heels meeting when limbs are folded at right 
angles to the body; tibiotarsal articulation reach- 
ing the middle of orbit; tibia much longer than 
the distance between the posterior margin of 
inner-metatarsal tubercle to the tip of fourth 
toe; the fourth toe longest, the first shortest, 
the third slightly longer than the fifth; the disc 
of the first toe smallest of all; web = slightly 
developed, deeply incised but not developed 
between the first and the second toes; inner- 
metatarsal tubercle rather small, not developed 
prominently; no outer-metatarsal tubercle; subar- 


ticular tubercle rather developed, cubical. 


Coloration: Color in alcohol, dark brown on 
back, with irregular cloud-like markings, light 
milky white on lower surface except on the 
throat where light dark minute spots are 
distributed. Black markings running posteriorly 
on the upper eyelid to the median line and 
irregular black patterns on both sides of abdo- 
men. Many tubercles distributed irregularly on 
both sides of abdomen. Black transverse bands 
on the hind and fore-limbs when fresh; the 
back is light dark brown and the lower and the 


sides rather light yellow.
